EPA impounds 32 tons 

of DDT in Delaware 
Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy, on Dec. 1 issued an order 
against H. P. Cannon & Son, 
Bridgeville, Del., impounding 64,- 


000 pounds of DDT which the 
agency claimed was non-regis- 
tered and mislabeled. 


It was the first such action 
taken by the agency under the 
Federal Environmental Pesticide 
Control Act of 1972, signed into 
law by the President on Oct. 21. 


The order alleges that the 
Cannon firm received three sepa- 
rate interstate shipments of 
DDT products which were not 
federally registered or properly 
labeled.
